COUPLE STARTS 500-MILE 
TRIP DOWN COLO. RIVER 

A 500-mile trip down the Colorado River in an open boat is in 
store for Mr. and Mrs. Alan C. Macauley of Mount Wilson Trail. 
The Sierra Madreans left Saturday on the journey they are taking 
for World Romance Travelogues. Armed with 104 pounds of pho- 
tographic equipment—two movie cameras, a 4x5 Speed Graphic, 
and film—the couple hopes to __ 


take pictures for short film fea¬ 
tures and for television. 

As far as is known, this is 
the first time anyone has ever 
made the continuous trip— 
from the Grand Wash Cliffs 
down into Mexico. Many per¬ 
sons have traveled portions of 
the river, of course. 

The Macauley’s will., make 
the trip in a 17%-foot boat, 
weighing only 65 pounds. The 
craft has wooden frames and a 
rubberized hull, and the can¬ 
vas enclosed deck makes it re¬ 
semble a large kayak. Draw¬ 
ing only 4% inches of water 
when loaded, the boat is rug¬ 
ged and suitable for both rapid 
and calm water. It’s capacity 
load is 750 pounds.

The City Council this week declared war on rats. Councilmen 
called for an ordinance to "put teeth" in what the city can do 
toward curbing rat-breeding places and earmarked money for 
preliminary rodent control. 

At the same time, the Council took action which may require 
local food-handlers to have health certificates. 

Both actions came about as Councilmen renewed the health 
contract with the Los Angeles Health Department. 

Several residents had complained about rat infestations in 
their neighborhoods, and City Clerk Lawrence B. Brain had been 
instructed to learn the cost of a survey in town on how bad the 
the situation really is. __ 

He reported that it would 
be less expensive and more 
satisfactory if the health de¬ 
partment sent in rat details 
on a contract basis for specific 
areas. 

The proposed ordinance which 
City Attorney T. Guy Cornyn 
was instructed to draft will be 
patterned after the Glendale 
rat-abatement law. If adopted, 
it would call for the cleaning 
up of known rat breeding 
places and the prohibition of 
accumulations of rubbish and 
trash. 

In addition, the law would 
require a distance from the 
ground of 18 inches wherever 
wood is piled. It also probably 
would include a provision for 
more frequent trimming of 
palm trees, one of the favorite 
habitats of rodents. 

As a more immediate step, 
the Council set up a $25 fund 
to pay for rat-control details 
of the county through July 1 
of this year, Councilmen also 
stipulated that the City Hall

Although a native to Braz¬ 
il, Mexico, the Argentine and 
other tropical countries, many 
of the newer and finer types 
comprising our large collection 
have been developed in Europe. 
These are sometimes incorrect¬ 
ly called orchid cacti. 

One could imagine nothing 
more congenial to Southern 
California climate and mod¬ 
ern day architecture than these 
streamlined plants bearing a 
profusion of strikingly beau¬ 
tiful colors of the rainbow. 
There are white kinds fringed 
in lime yellow and brown, 
pink in monotone or irridescent 
tints, purples and flame and 
chartreuse, molten gold with 
Vermillion, bronze with scarlet, 
b 1 o o d - r e d with violet and 
others too numerous to men¬ 
tion.

The “Jewelled Corridor” at 
the Coolidge Rare Plant 'Gar¬ 
dens, Pasadena, during May 
and early June presents a 
spectacle of dazzling beauty 
that you cannot soon forget.

An editorial comment pre¬ 
facing the article says, “Here 
is the inspiring account of 
community enthusiasm and in¬ 
dustry which led to the form¬ 
ing of a cooperative nursery 
school. It illustrates outstand¬ 
ing teamwork among parents, 
teachers and other interested 
citizens.” 

Dr. Woods writes of Sierra 
Madre, “Its cultural level is 
well above average.” and prais¬ 
es the parents "who conceiv¬ 
ed the idea of community re¬ 
sponsibility for young chil¬ 
dren.” 

The article traces the grow¬ 
th of the Sierra Madre Com¬ 
munity Nursery School from 
its opening in 1947, with 20 
families, to the completion of 
the new building last year 
when more than 100 families 
were participating. 

Photographs show exterior 
and interior views of the 2050- 
square-foot building on a half 
acre of land leased from the 
city at 701 E. Sierra Madre 
boulevard. 

The Nursery School Associa¬ 
tion, made up of parents of 
children enrolled, and other in¬ 
terested people, is “a non-prof¬ 
it corporation, non-seectarian,” 
as Dr. Woods phrases it. She 
follows with a detailed account 
of how the governing board of 
21 trustees is elected and how 
committees function. 

The school itself is largely 
operated on contributions from 
parents, "supplemented by ser-

vices provided by mothers, fa¬ 
thers, and interested associa¬ 
tion members. Most families 
are able to pay their share of 
the cost, others pay only part, 
and some pay nothing, or one 
dollar a month. The amount 
paid by each family is known 
only to the director, the school 
secretary, and the treasurer. 

“A yearly allotment is made 
to the school from the Com- 
mun i t y Youth Fund, and 
a monthly contribution is made 
by the local Kiwanis Club.”

keep a record of how many rat 
complaints are received. 

After Chief of Police Gordon 
G. McMillan told the Coun- 
cilmen his department has re¬ 
ceived between 10 and 12 com¬ 
plaints over a six-month per¬ 
iod, Councilmen Noren Platon 
pointed out that doesn’t con¬ 
stitute a public menace. 

“We’ve brought the matter 
to a head, however,” he said.

axe to grind. I am interested in 
an harmonious board of edu¬ 
cation, working closely with 
the people to reestablish con¬ 
fidence in our ability to solve 
our educational problems in 
the fine American Way.” Three 
issues in the present campaign 
impress her. 

(1). Everybody wants good 
schools. We are paying $45,000 
to find out, rather precisely, 
how good the schools are now. 

I am prepared, if elected to 
study the findings and recom¬ 
mendations of the survey com¬ 
mittee with a view toward 
adopting as many of them as 
the Pasadena school patrons 
are willing to buy. I shall do 
my best, in cooperation as a 
board, to bring our wishes for 
the schools into line with our 
ability and willingness to pay 
for them. 

This means that as a (2nd) _ 
goal, I shall work diligently 
with the board to remain sen¬ 
sitive to the wishes of the pa- - 
trons of the district at all 
times. As their representatives, 
the board must ever be alert 
to all means of good under¬ 
standing with the community. 

(3). I believe that the board 
of education is a policy-mak¬ 
ing group, as such, should not 
become involved in the details 
of school administration. I 
would look to the superinten¬ 
dent for educational leadership 
and professional administra¬ 
tive competency. I shall, if 
elected, strive with the board 
to achieve this kind of work¬ 
ing relationship. 

If these principles become 
operative, I believe harmony 
can be restored, in the not too 
distant future.
